MISSING NO MORE 

Authorities earlier tried to visit Ohio house where women were found

CLEVELAND Three Cleveland women, found alive after vanishing for 
about a decade in their own neighborhood, were freed from a house 
that authorities tried to visit several years ago, police said Tuesday 

Three brothers, one of them a school bus driver who owns the house 
in Cleveland where the women and a child were found Monday, are un- 
der arrest, police said. 

Police identified them as Ariel Castro, 52; Pedro Castro, 54; and Onil 
Castro, 50. 

Amid jubilation over the discovery residents quickly questioned 
whether the women had been held inside the house for years without 
anyone noticing. All three young women vanished separately within a 
few blocks of the house where they were found. 

Freed from the house were Amanda Berry, 27; Gina Dejesus, 23; and 
Michelle Knight, 32, police said. 

They also found a 6 -year-old girl who police said was Berry’s daughter. 

Neighbors said they had made more than one call to police about 
suspicious activity at the house. 

Cleveland authorities said there was one attempt to visit the home 
in 2004 on a matter unrelated to the disappearances, but no one an- 
swered the door. They said they had combed through records and that 
there were no other calls to the house nor reports of anything amiss in 
the years the women were missing. 

“We have no indication that any of the neighbors, bystanders, wit-

nesses or anyone else has ever called regarding any information, regard- 
ing activity that occurred at that house on Seymour Avenue,” Mayor 
Frank Jackson said at news conference. 

But Israel Lugo, a neighbor, said he called police in November 2011 
after his sister saw a girl at the house holding a baby and crying for help. 
He said police came and banged on the door several times but left after 
no one answered. 

Lugo said about eight months ago, his sister saw Ariel Castro park 
his school bus outside the house and take a large bag of fast food and 
several drinks inside. 

“My sister said something’s wrong. ... That’s when my mom called 
the police,” he said. Lugo said police came and told Castro not to park 
the bus in front of his house. 

Cleveland police did not immediately respond to repeated requests 
seeking comment about the reported calls. 


Women vanished 
from same area

Three women who vanished about a 
decade ago in a working-class district 
of Cleveland and were rescued Mon- 
day disappeared within a fifth of a mile 
of each other. 

» Amanda Berry, now 27, was last seen 
on April 21, 2003, the day before her 
17th birthday when she left the Burger 
King where she worked. The restau- 
rant at West noth Street was just a 
few blocks from her home and about 
four miles from where she eventually 
was found. 

A week after she disappeared. 
Berry’s mother received a call from a 
man who was using her daughter’s cell- 
phone. The man said her daughter was 
safe and that he had married her, ac- 
cording to the Charley Project, which 
has profiled more than 9,000 cold 
cases of missing people. 

In 2009, hunters in Wisconsin 
found human remains initially thought 
to be those of Berry 

Berry’s mother kept the search alive 
through TV appearances and appeals 
for several years but did not survive to 
see her daughter rescued. 

» Georgina “Gina” DeJesus, now 23, 

went missing on April 2, 2004, as she 
walked home from Wilbur Wright 
Middle School. Dejesus was last seen 
at the corner of 105th Street and Lo- 
rain Avenue, about three miles from 
the house where she was found. 

Police initially believed Dejesus had 
run away because she was grounded by 
her parents. 

The Charley Project said that in 
2006, Cleveland police searched un- 
der a driveway after receiving a tip 
about her whereabouts. 

» Michelle Knight, now 32, was last 
seen on Aug. 23, 2002, at a cousin’s 
house near West io6th Street and Lo- 
rain Avenue, about three miles from 
the house where she was found. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer re- 
ported that authorities had believed 
Knight voluntarily disappeared be- 
cause she was upset after losing cus- 
tody of her son. Her mother, Barbara 
Knight, was not convinced and cir- 
culated fliers for years after she van- 
ished.

Leggo your Eggo

If doughnuts were the new cupcake, then 
are waffles the new doughnuts? Inspired by 
Belgian carts and cafes selling the country’s 
most popular street food, waffles, the owners 
of West Loop bar New Line Tavern took 
over the space next door and opened a waffle 
shop. I popped in during opening week to 
size up the toasty offerings. 

The waffles: Liege-style waffles ($2.49 
each) are served in the morning, positioned 
to replace your bagel with spreads ($1.49) 
ranging from honey-walnut cream cheese 
to Nutella. Made with brioche-like dough, 
they’re denser and more cakey than the 
Belgian-style waffles you might be used to 
at brunch, but they lacked that caramelized 
shell that makes Liege waffles so delicious. 
Maybe a longer turn in the waffle iron would 
do the trick? 

The sandwiches: The Brussels-style 
waffles used for Wafel’s menu of sandwiches 
proved hit-or-miss during opening week. On 
one dinner visit, it was amazingly golden and 
crispy almost as if it were fried. But a few 
days later, the waffle used for my breakfast 
sandwich. The Scramble ($3.25 for half; $5.99 
for whole) was less toasted and therefore less 
tasty Decent scrambled eggs and melty Ched- 
dar were marred by thick pieces of slab bacon 
so undercooked that I could barely bite 
through them. I wouldn’t order The Elvis 
(bacon with peanut butter, banana and honey 
$5.99) until that’s sorted out. 


Portability: Some of the “fold and go” 
sandwiches are easier to “go” with than 
others. A breakfast ’wich stuffed with sliced 
strawberries holds together splendidly 
thanks to a generous smear of pastry cream 
($2.29 for half; $4.39 for whole). Garlic- 
marinated mushrooms and arugula traveled 
beautifully thanks to goat cheese ($6.99) that 
added tang and kept the bread in place. But 
the fried chicken sandwich ($6.99) didn’t 
stand a chance coming out of the bag, with 
half the filling slopping right out. Even when 
I pieced it all back together, the chicken’s 
buttermilk breading wasn’t salty or spicy 
enough to satisfyingly play against the maple 
syrup drizzle, and apple slaw that I hoped 
would be thin and crunchy was all too-big 
slices of softened apple. 

The service: Staffers enthusiastically make 
an effort to learn your name— a smart move, 
considering they’ll likely see a lot of the same 
faces from nearby condos and the Metra sta- 
tion down the street. 

Bottom line: While I’m not ready to declare 
its Liege waffles the new doughnut quite yet, 
Wafel has a lot of potential. Though it doesn’t 
have as many sandwich options as 6 -month- 
old River North wafflery Bel 50 and the Liege- 
style waffles aren’t yet as practiced as those 
at Lakeview’s Baladoche, I think the appetite 
for unique snacks in this part of town is big 
enough to keep the irons hot.

FOR REDEYE 

The inspiration for 
“Roadkill” came to 
its Scottish creator- 
director Cora Bissett 
when a young girl who 
had escaped her captors 
literally landed on Bissett’s 
doorstep. 

“I volunteered with a charity in 
Glasgow, which seeks to help destitute 
women, many of whom are asylum seek- 
ers,” she said. “You can give space in your 
home for short periods of time, whilst 
they mount their legal appeal. Often, I 
didn’t know what had happened to the 
women, but I trusted that they just des- 
perately needed help. This young girl 
told me her story” 

In the play presented by Chicago 
Shakespeare Theater in its American 
premiere, audiences board a bus along 
with an actress portraying a 13-year-old 
girl traveling from Africa with an “aun- 
tie” who’s promised her English lessons 
and an education. The group disembarks 
at an actual Chicago apartment, where 
they witness at close quarters the de- 
struction of the girl’s dreams as the aun- 
tie forces her into captivity and the sex 
trade. 

Is the play designed to make you un- 
comfortable? Absolutely Here are five 
reasons to put your reservations aside 
and immerse yourself in the show 


THE AWARDS 

At its 2010 Edinburgh Festival Fringe world pre- 
miere, “Roadkill” won every theater category 
award including the Amnesty International 
Award for Freedom of Expression; it’s the only 
production in Festival Fringe history to do 
so. The 2012 London production won a “best 
play” Olivier Award-the British equivalent of 
Broadway’s Tony Awards. 


THE PERFORMANCES 

Mercy Ojelade plays the lead role of 
Mary. “We watch her transform from 
wide-eyed schoolgirl to experienced 
prostitute in the space of an hour and 
we believe it completely,” said Bissett. 
“Adura Onashile plays the older madam, 
Martha, and is phenomenal. She ap- 
pears very intimidating, and yet has this 
great ability to let us see just how frag- 
ile she is beneath.” John Kazek plays a 
number of roles, Bissett said, “from the 
Albanian pimp to the friendly punter to 
the Nigerian father. John is a much-loved 
Scottish actor whom I saw perform in 
‘Wuthering Heights’ when I was still at 
school. I knew then at 13 [that] I wanted 
to work with him when I grew up.” 

THE SITE-SPECIFIC 
SETTING 

The location-scouting team for the 
Chicago Shakespeare Theater searched 
for a three-bedroom apartment to best 
fit the play’s staging. “We needed the 
feel to be intimate-as the point is to feel 
as though you are in the world of our 
protagonist-but still large enough to fit 
an audience of 20 each night,” Chicago 
Shakespeare Theater project manager 
Kendall Karg said. “Most importantly, 
though, we wanted to make sure this 
felt like anyone could live there. That is 
Bissett’s intent, to remind us that this is 
happening in our own backyards.”

THE STORY 

“We convey the sheer density of men visit- 
ing Mary with projections [created by Kim 
Beveridge] of many men, over her body, hover- 
ing above her on the ceiling,” Bissett said. The 
show also uses a cartoon sequence by artist 
Marta Mackova shown on a TV. “It conveys, 
through childlike animation, the rape of Mary in 
a room next door. You can hear Mary through 
the walls, but you are watching it unfold in ani- 
mation in front of you. The idea was always to 
show it from inside Mary’s head, as a child would 
process the event. It is strangely chilling and 
shocking.” 

THE CALL TO ACTION 

You know a show is all-consuming when audi- 
ence members forget they’re watching a play. 
“We had a woman in London who got so carried 
away with the story she forgot it was theater 
and at one point untied Mary from the bond- 
age straps holding her to a bed, threw her over 
her shoulder and tried to run out the flat to save 
her!” Bissett said. “We give information to every- 
one at the end of the piece, letting them know 
how they can help. We were delighted when one 
of the organizations we listed told us they were 
inundated with calls and emails from audience 
members asking how to support the campaign
